;Carl Djerassi, 
résident of: Portola Valley, has 
been elected to the National 
Academy of Science, it was an- 
nounced this week. 

The national academy is the 


top scientific organization in| 


the country, electing to its 
membership only a select num- 
ber of scientists from through- 
out the world. 

Dr. Djerassi, 37, has been on 
the Stanford University faculty 
since 1959; he makes his home 
with his wife and two children, 
at 527 Cresta Vista Lane. 

A native of Vienna, Dr. 
Djerassi is a graduate of 
Kenyon College, Gambier, 
Ohio, and the holder of a 
Ph.D. from the University of 
Wisconsin. He holds honor- 
ary doctor of science degrees 
from the University of Mex- 
ico and. Kenyon College. 

Before coming to Stanford, 
Dr. Djerassi had taught at 
Wayne University. 

His previous honors include 
the American Chemical So- 
ciety’s award’ in pure chemis- 
try, 1958, the Baekeland medal 
in 1959 and the Fritzsche 
award in 1960. 

Dr. Djerassi has conducted 
research in a wide variety of 
organic chemical specialties, 
including many important syn- 
theses, the synthesizing of cor- 
tison and the development of 
hormones. 

He also has been responsible 
for the training of a large num- 
ber of .graduate students and

State Library Bill Benefits 
Seen for Local Facilities

Improved library services| 
throughout the state as well as | 
locally will be provided by the | 
bill introduced by State Sen-| 
ator Fred Farr, (D-Carmel), a} 
of the Senate Fact-| 


tion. The bill provides for| 
$2,800,000 in state financial aid 
for public libraries. 


Libraries would be eligi- 
ble for state financial assist- 
ance by meeting the mini- 
mum standards calling for 
development of mere effi- 
cient library units through 
voluntary cooperative agree- 
ments between independent 
library jurisdictions. (The 
bill has specific provisions 
which safeguard local au- 
thority.) 


These agreements would 
make possible the cooperative 
use of materials, professional 
staffs and technical services 
among the libraries involved. 

The bill provides also, for 
the establishment of new li- 
braries in previously unserved 
areas and allows ‘materials 
grants” for the purchase of 
books and other library mate- 
rials. 

The bill will provide annual 
per capita grants, based on the 
served, starting 
from 10 cents per person in 
densely populated areas to 40 
cents in thinly settled regions. 
This means that areas which 
need it most will get the most 
help.

He made his remarks before 
the Menlo Park Kiwanis club, 
in a talk in which he described 
why planning has become ne 
cessary. 

While population increase 
has meant that land has to be 
developed to a greater density, 
the rising living standard de- 
mands that more of it be de 
voted to recreational use. he 
said, in pointing out one of the 
major problems he has to face. 

“The population increase 
itself points up the need for 
planning in general,” Gray 
told the Kiwanis, “because 
somebody’s got to decide 
what any given piece of land 
can best be used for.” 

He pointed out that non-in 
come-producing land was just 
as valuable as any other, ex 
cept that it “doesn’t have much 
arguing power” when compe- 


‘tition for its preservation in a 


previous state got intense 
Concerning the effect of the 
increasing standard of living, 
Gray noted that it means more 
leisure and mobility, and a 
greater demand for more rec- 
reational land. This includes 
space which has been develop 


ed for recreation — just plain 
“open space’? may not do the 
job, he said. 


“Within the city we are pret- 
ty well supplying the needs for 
active recreation,” he went on 
to say. ‘We have tennis courts, 
ball parks and playgrounds. 
‘PASSIVE’ 

“The areas reserved for pas 
sive recreation have been neg- 
lected, however — the open 
landscape one can ride or hike 
through, or in which one can 
just sit down and relax.” 

Gray said he felt the more 
hectic type of life which is a 
concomitant of increased popu- 
lation has created a need for 
more restful, open areas. 

Urban development has 
drawbacks and one of these, he 
said, is that it upsets the bal- 
ance of nature. Water table 
| problems, drainage problems 
jand other normal functions 
don’t work as they did before 
heavy population arrived. 

The only answer to this, 
he said, would be the main- 
tenance of “natural” areas 
close to urban areas, so that 
the natural relationships be- 
tween man and his environ- 
ment might more easily be 
maintained. 

Concerning the bay area as 
a whole, Gray said he felt that 
it had many natural adyantag 
es for development along thes 


lines. The topography, shore 
lines, and the bay itself are 
major assets, along with -the 


things they bring — relatively 
steady humidity and tempera- 
ture. 

“Nevertheless,” he warned 
“we have been encroaching on 


these natural areas with indus- 


trial and heme development 
encroaching on foothills 


even filling the bay itself.

One of the most spectacular | 

was the first radar contact of | 
the sun, announced a little 
more than a year ago by Drs. 
Eshleman, Gallagher ,and then 
graduate student Lt. Col. Rob- 
ert C. Barthle of the Signal 
Corps. 

METEOR TRAILS 

It was only one outgrowth | 
of the early meteor echo stu- | 
dies which Dis. Manning and 
Villard have carried to amaz- | 
ing lengths. 

Speed of meteoric particles 
can now be measured to deter- 
mine whether they are slow | 
enough to be considered mem 
bers of our solar system. Move- 
ments of their ionized trails | 
can reveal the speed of the up- 
per atmosphere’s high winds. 

Perhaps most important is | 
that the size, strength, and oc 
turences of meteoric ionization | 
are now being mapped and pre | 
dicted, making them useful to | 
communication engineers.

This work holds promise of 
a solution to the vagaries of the | 
ionosphere, the ionized region | 
of the earth’s atmosphere | 
about 70 to 300 miles up. Long 
distance communications nor- | 
mally depend on the iono 
sphere, which sometimes fails 
when it is most needed. 
IONOSPHERE DYNAMICS 

Other work of the laboratory | 
involves exploration of the ion- | 
osphere as a whole a study | 
of the “dynamies ef the global | 
atmosphere.” 

The need for communicating 
with satellites and space 
probes makes it imperative to 
better understand the complex 
interactions among the north 
ern and southern hemispheres 
of the ionosphere, its auroral 
and equatorial zones, and the 
earth’s magnetic field. 

Stanford pioncered a new 
approach to these studies — 
the use of “ionospherically 
propagated ground-backscat- 
ter” to detect both calm and 
disturbed regions of the ion- 
osphere hundreds or even 
thousands of miles away. 

Conventional radio “sound 
ers” can only detect ionospher 
ic conditions directly overhead. | 

Further improvements were 
made by Dr. Peterson, whose 
theories payed the way for ro 
tating, antenna sounders that | 
provide an “electronic map” 
of communications conditions 
at any given time.

what a plant useth, the gar- 
dener should returneth. Oth- 
erwise the supply will dwin- 
dle and so will the plant. 

It should be pointed out here 
and now that certain soils are 
naturally more deficient in 
food than others. Sandy soils 
are poorer than clay soils. Clay 
soils, on the other hand, are 
often so hard packed that they 
do not release their supply of 
food. It becomes necessary, 
then, to consider other aspects 
of soil management along with 
fertilizing. 

Sandy soils should be im- 
proved with the addition of 
humus - building materials 
such as steer manure or peat 
moss; and, oddly enough, 
clay soils can be improved 
by the same means. Addition 
of a commercial soil condi- 
tioner, however, also will 
help to free food in heavy 
soil. 

As to the actual feeding, the 
gardener is confronted with a 
multitude of plant foods — all 
of them good for one purpose 
or another. We have lawn foods 
high in nitrogen, that are 
especially made to keep lawns 
green. We have acid foods for 
camellias, azaleas, rhododen- 
drons and many other ever- 
greens. We have balanced fer- 
tilizers for all-round use, li- 
quid fertilizers for use on roots 
and other liquid fertilizers for 
use directly on the foliage. 

The really important thing 
is to use the right food on the 
right plants at the right time. 
Detail for your nurseryman 
the physical set-up in your gar- 
den and let him recommend 
the best food or foods to use. 
All you have to do then is to 
read the directions on the label 
—and follow them. 


GARDENER’S CHECKLIST 

1. Rhododendrons are in 
bloom this month and there 
is no better time to pick out 
the one you want. 

2. Clumps of Gerbera 
(Transvaal Daisy) can be 
bought in bloom. Plant them 
in raised beds to insure per- 
fect drainage and don’t bury 
the crown. 

3. Sow a lawn before the 
month is opt. It’s best to get 
one going before the hot 
weather sets in. 3 

4. Work soil conditioners 
and humus into the ground 
while it’s still moist enough 
from the winter rains to be 
workable. 

5. Mulch around Camellias 
with a two or three-inch lay- 
er of peat moss or leaf mold. 
This is especially helpful in 
warmer areas since it keeps 
the ground both cool and 
moist.

MENLO PARK CITY SCHOOL DISTRICT 
April 14, 1961 


Dear Mr. Editor: 

I find that occupying the position of lame duck 
superintendent has a rather special kind of signifi- 
cance. I am sorely tempted to reminisce on past 
mistakes and achievements, and no doubt some of 
the happenings would make interesting reading. 
Having watched and participated in the metamor- 
phosis of this community from a small, almost 
shabby, little post-World War I town into a thriv- 
ing and forward-looking, well planned, suburban 
community has had both rewards and trials. 1 am 
happy to say that the rewards have far outweighed 
the trials. 1 believe the community's record of sup- 
port for an extensive and well-planned community 
center, recreational facilities, and a solution to the 
seemingly almost insolvable parking progrem, as 
well as providing for the education of its young 
people, would be difficult to match in any other 
community. But 1 am particularly interested in 
the young people. 

Someone once said the nation moves forward on 
the feet of its young people. I firmly believe this, 
and to this end I extend my energies in the direc- 
tion of planning for the education and guidance of 
the always new gencration of citizens . 

The community has good schools. To list the 
achievements of the young people who have left 
and are going out from the public schools of this 
community would read like a roster of the who's 
who of student achievers. Several months ago I 
stated in a report on reading to the. Board of Edu- 
cation that Menlo Park’s public elementary school 
children demonstrate a reading achievement unsur- 
passed to our knowledge by any school district in 
the nation and that the faculty was working hard 
to maintain this superiority and to even extend it. 
No one has challenged this statement, and I doubt 
that it can be challenged. So much for the past. 

What of the future? I am going to give in to 
the other temptation which keeps recurring. I am 
going to predict and advise. I believe this com- 
munity has a very, very unique opportunity — an 
opportunity not only to serve the people and chil- 
dren of the community itself, but perhaps to serve 
a much wider group of people — by assuming even 
more leadership than it has in the past. 

Because of many factors, including the relatively 
small size of the community, the selected popula- 
tion, the financial stability, the ability of the schools 
to attract and hold outstanding teachers and admin- 
istrators, and the availability of strong lay leader- 
ship, I believe the district’s practice of taking noth- 
ing for granted in the field of teaching and learning 
should be continued. Because a thing has been 
done a certain way for many years is no reason to 
believe that the best way has been found. Here 
in Menlo Park we should and can constantly ques- 
tion all our educational practices — question them 
with a willingness to change them, even toss them 
out—in favor of new departures. We must be 
willing to rearrange buildings and working sched- 
ules, to drop stereotypes, and to try new techniques 
and new materials. 

But now two words of warning. First, any such 
program must always be planned so that it guar- 
antees every child at least as good an educational 
opportunity as the previous practice provided, and, 
secondly, people concerned with the educational 
process — lay people particularly — should be cau- 
tious about jumping to conclusions from insufficient 
evidence. 

An illustration of what I mean: In recent years 
there has been a rash of almost hytserical, quasi- 
professional books written on the subject of educa- 
tion for popular consumption. They tend to advo- 
cate panaceas type methods of instruction—methods 
which seem plausible to the layman but which to 
the professional schoolman who spends his life time 


studying how children learn and reading the re- 
search are often readily recognizable as pure quack- 
ery. Yet a great deal of time is wasted by profes- 
sional educators in seeking to defend those things 
about the learning process that they do know in 
order that children may be given the benefit of 
knowledge already gained. In educational research, 
as in every other form of research, it is not neces- 
sary to go back to the invention of the sail or the 
invention of the wheel in every investigation. It is 
more economical, and, in fact, it is absolutely neces- 
sary to progress, that we build on what we already 
know. I believe this district can do this. 

Another thing I think of where this district can 
assume leadership is in removing the stereo of 
second class citizen from the educator. It has been 
very popular in recent years for certain authors to 
almost sadistically attack people who have chosen 
early in life to become educators and who have 
pursued the profession assiduously, beginning in a 
teachers’ college or perhaps even in high school to 
prepare themselves for teaching in the classrooms. 
These authors would lead one to believe that prepa- 
ration for teaching in a teachers’ college or school 
of education is somehow tainted or unclean. This 
community can and should assume leadership in 
offering status and strength to the vocation of edu- 
cation. I believe that it is moving in that direction 
in those portions of personnel policy having fo do 
with classroom teachers. It must go further. It 
must look very carefully at its policy having to do

with those educators who leave the classroom to 
assume leadership roles in supervision and admin- 
istration. 

One word of caution concerning what is being 
taught: I have said before, and I continue to say, 
that one of the greatest tasks for educators of the 
future is the selection from the limitless supply of 
knowledges that could be taught those which are 
of greatest import for today and tomorrow. BUT 
in giving careful attention to subject matter, let us 
not lose sight of the children. It is so easy to forget 
that the condition of the pupil, his mental, physical, 
and emotional health is the most powerful, single 


‘influence on the quality of learning attained. Yes, 


the course content is important, but the child is 
and must continue to be the first order of consider- 
ation in planning education. " 

In closing this letter to you, Mr. Editor, I want 
to thank you and the other members of the Fourth 
Estate who have served these schools so well during 
my stay here. I want to take this occasion also to

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_ Classroom Lectures Augment Textbooks 


Science in the seventh grade is made up mainly 
of the study of the earth sciences. This work in- 
cludes exploration into astronomy, geology, weather 
and chemistry. In the eighth grade, one studies 
different types of energy, plants, animals and hu- 
man biology. In our classes one studies these topics 
in six different ways. These are lectures, films, 
reading, lab work, individual experiments, demon- 
strations, and science projects. 

Lectures are the main source of information 
because books don’t and can’t cover the changing 
scientific world. Films and reading supplement 
our information. Individual experiments and dem- 
onstrations help to illustrate an idea or theory of 
science. 

Demonstrations by the teacher are especially 
good when he is explaining something that is hard 
to understand unless one can see it. This is mainly 
used in the study of man’s environment . . . air, 
electricity, and so forth. 

Lab work is probably the most interesting way 
of studying science. When working in a lab, one 
can use his imagination to discover different ways 
to solve a problem or discover a fact. Students 
learn to use the microscope to observe many micro- 
scopic animals and plants, different cells, and 
many types of bacteria. Other lab activities include 
rock identification, work in heat and light, experi- 
ments in electricity and magnetism, simple ma- 
chines, and almost every field that is studied. 

Science projects are extra research reports to 
further study one’s individual interest field. All 
areas of science are represented each year in the 
projects that are displayed at the annual science 
fair during Public School's Week. 

All of these different ways of studying science 
make up two years of very mteresting science 
classes.

tudent Government at Work 


Willy Christiansen, student body president at 
Encinal School, has written this account of student 
government in the elementary schools. Specifically 
a description of the system used at Encinal, it ap- 
plies also to the other five Menlo Park elementary 
schools. 

“Every week the student council meets to dis- 
cuss the affairs of the school. The council manages 
student affairs and passes motions concerning stu- 
dents. 

“The council is run according to parliamentary 
procedure. Elected officers conduct the meetings. 
There are five student officers. The president pre- 
sides at the mectings; the vice-president conducts 
meetings in the absence of the president and is 
student program chairman. The secretary records 
the minutes of the regular and general mectings; 
the treasurer accounts for all student funds and 
pays the bills. The chairman of all set committees 
appoints and creates committees for special pro- 
jects and student dances. 

“A representative from each classroom is pres- 
ent at the student council meeting. It is the respon- 
sibility of these pupils to take notes on council 
discussions and to give a weekly report to their 
classes. 2 

“A faculty adviser also attends the meetings. 
He handles many of the student affairs which are 
discussed in the council, and answers questions 
which the representatives may ask. 

“Student government is another way in which 
young people help to improye their schools.”

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The art department of the elementary school 
has added an art teacher who spends one period 
with each seventh and eighth grade each week. 
This has been the first time Menlo Park has had a 
trained art teacher to work regularly with these 
grades. Mrs. Denise Minks was previously with the 
San Diego School system. 

Under her guidance, a greater understanding 
of art and art principles has developed. She has 
taught her classes principles of art, techniques in 
using a varicty of art tools and sancerials, and 
has given them a knowledge of art history and 
appreciation. 

This may be the only formal art training many 
students will receive during their lives, unless thes 
major in art. There is a great demand on their 
time in high school and college. 

Why is art important to children? Actually a 
low percentage of pupils will make their living in 
this field. However, everyone of them will be liv- 
ing in a world surrounded by art and must make 
decisions while buying clothing, cars, houses, and 

» material things needed for comfort. They will want 
to choose materials and colors that go well together 
plus designs that are complimentary and uscful. 
Also, they should be able to enter into an intelligent 
discussion about the arts with some understanding 
of the subject. This training helps make a more 
rounded personality. 


Art and art objects are not limited to just paint- 
ing and sculpture. To become aware ot things 
around us, to get enjoyment from them through 
line, color, texture, and shape, to be able to enter- 
tain ourselves through our surroundings helps de- 
velop a more flexible and creative persons. Socicty 
needs people whose minds are open and flexible for 
imaginative progress in all ficlds. 

In Menlo Park, children’s art starts at the pre- 
school level and continues through eighth grade. 
Kindergarten children need large muscle activities 
and so are given large paper and brushes with 
which to work. Lessons are planned to develop 
their coordination as well as developing thcir com- 
munication and imagination. Involved with various 
tools and materials, they learn how to use them, 
how to combine them, and how to get certain results

Menlo Park’s elementary art curriculum is set 
up so children from kindergarten through the 
sixth grade have a variety of experiences. By the 
time the child is ready for the seventh grade he 
should have been exposed to a wide range of ma- 
terials and combinations of materials. It is neces- 
sary to repeat various activities or elements of de- 
sign in a number of ways at different age levels so 
the student will have a better chance of retaining 
this information and build on his basic learnings. 

By the time the child is ready for regular art 
classes with an art teacher at the seventh and eighth 
grade levels he should be ready with a wide back- 
ground knowledge making it unnecessary to learn 
tool uses and techniques from the beginning. He 
may now learn advanced techniques and begin to 
experiment with his own ideas. 

Individuality in all work, so that original ideas 
can be designed and carried out, is stressed. Art 
appreciation is tied in with art history. 

Awareness of future possibilities in the art field 
is also developed. 

One new project that has been introduced as 
low as kindergarten and as high as the sixth grade 
is stitchery, or the creating of lines, shapes, and 
designs with yarn, cloth, and needles on cloth rather 
than on paper. Some children work at creating 
different lines, stitches, or types of applique. Others 
make a combination of these. It helps the child to 
inveut and create ina new and unfamiliar media. 
This is a fine way of developing muscular control, 
self discipline, and a feeling of real accomplishment 
on the part of the student. 

Every class participating in this media has ex- 
pressed enthusiasm and a desire for more time to 
work. The child who is sometimes a problem be- 
comes enthralled with the project and forgets him- 
self. The expression of concentration and enjoy- 
ment on the faces of the entire class is interesting to 
see. Many will pick up stitchery when lessens are 
finished and use it as a means of unwinding. 

An exhibit made up of work by children in four 
classes has been traveling from school to school 
around the district. 

One event coming up in the fall is an outdoor 
Children’s Art Exhibit. Work from kindergarten 
through the eighth grades will be represented. It 
will be sponsored by the Menlo Park Lions Club. 
The four parochial schools will be invited to join 
Menlo Park public schools in this three day exhibit. 
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Seek Best Teachers for the Job 


Management's ability to select the best em- 
ployee to fit the specific job is a major factor in 
promoting company efficiency, growth and eam- 
ings. Yet according to Robert McMurry, nation- 
ally- known management consultant, “Selection 
errors are commonplace, and their cost continues 
to soar to staggering heights. Thousands of dollars 
are lost each year by companies of every size and 
in every business field because they select below- 
average applicants for essential jabs.” 

Realizing that the community wants to staff its 
classrooms with only “superior educators,” the 
Menlo Park City School District uses the most up- 
to-date personnel selection principles and practices 
in selecting teachers in order to increase its “bat- 
ting average” in predicting the on-the-job success 
of applicants. 

According to William Fisher, director of instruc- 
tion, “There is no easy answer: a simple test or 
similar technique which quickly, cheaply and auto- 
matically can decide whether or not an applicant 
should be employed. There is no place in up-to- 
date personnel selection for hiring on the basis of 
a quick ‘size-up.’ Teacher selection in Menlo Park 
schools procedes from an exacting, clinical ap- 
proach.” 


A Major Challenge 
‘Keep Good Teachers 


The challenge to school personnel administra- 
tion is twofold. First, it is necessary to retain good 
teachers and provide adequate opportunities tor 
their continued professional growth and develop- 
ment. Second, it is necessary to replace unfit indi- 
viduals as quickly as possible with competent 
teachers. 

How can good teachers be retained? Obviously, 
marriage, pregnancy and husbands being transfer- 
red remove many good teachers from the class- 
room. But lack of job satisfaction is another cause 
of teacher turnover. 

What factors contribute to job satisfaction? In 
a nationwide study of job satisfaction involving 
thousands of teachers in hundreds of school systems 
in 43 states five factors were identified in order 
of importance of their contribution to teacher's 
job satisfaction. They were: 

1. Dynamic and stimulating leadership by 
principals and school administration. 

2. Regular and active participation of teach- 
ers in making policy and in curriculum 
development. 

3. Recognition of good work by parents, 
administration and board of education. 

4. Stimulating and helpful supervision. 

5. Comparatively good salaries. 

Exit Inrerview AND FoLtow-UP 

The Menlo Park school system uses the exit 
interview of the employee in an effort to ascertain 
exactly why he is leaving and any suggestions he 
may have for improving job satisfaction. A third 
party is used to conduct the anonymous interview 
encouraging the teacher to be frank and honest 

without fear of pressure or resentment. Since he is 
probably asking the principal for a recommenda- 
tion, he might otherwise be reluctant to be critical, 
even in an anonymous questionnaire that was to be

The answer seemed to be to take 
teachers off hinch duty and replace them with non- 
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tendent. These findings are valuable to the district 
in its efforts to devise plans for increasing job satis- 
faction and in decreasing turnover.

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A Typical Day in Student's Life 


Lawrence (Lory) Godbe, 12-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Norman Godbe of 420 Claire place 
stands 4 feet, $4 inches tall and weighs $2 pounds. 

Statistically, then, he’s got the appearance of 
the school boy he is. But a review of his daily 
schedule indicates he puts in hours which qualify 
him — at least part time —as a junior edition of a 
scholar, politician, amateur athlete, and safety 
worker. 

It takes him from 7 am. to 10 p.m. to get 
through the schedule of activities which this in- 
volves. And it takes as much food as the average 
sedentary adult requires to get him through a 
typical day, according to his mother. 

Lory, a member of George Wildberger’s sixth 
grade clase 2t Fremont school, is captain of the 
school safety patrol, a member of the school choir, 
and a hard-working member of the school’s after: 
hours athletic teams. 

He's a good student, according to Fremont 
Principal Homer Alderman and, according to his 
mother, does an hour and a half to two hours of 
homework every night. He attends Boy Scout 
meetings and “overnights,” Sunday school, and a 
dancing class. He’s a substitute newspaper route 
carrier, and he has household chores, too. 

Lory starts his day at 7 a.m., getting up at the 
same time as his mother and dad. His 13-year-old 
brother, James, who's an eighth grader at Oak Knol] 
and his $-year-old sister Mary, who’s a third grader 
at Fremont usually “sleep in” until about 7:45 a.m. 
but Lory usually finds a good excuse for early 
rising. 

Sometimes, he has to finish homework not done 
the night before. But if that and breakfast don't 
fill the hours before the start of school, Lory can 
play with Zeke, the family’s 7-vear-old cat, 

Breakfast isn’t the big meal of the day at thi 
Godbe residence but it’s an important one for Lorn 
who likes bacon and eggs best but who'll down 
just about anything. 

Mrs. Godbe estimates that he gets through 
about a dozen eggs a week, though not all of these 
need be consumed at breakfast. For her estimate. 
she “pro-rates” the amount of eggs used in other 
cooking, too. 

Classes don’t start at Fremont School until 9 
am. but Lory usually bicycles over to the school 
at $:15 a.m., to get in some sports activities and to 
watch the traffic patrols at work. 

Just now, baseball is the game that’s plaved 
before school but, as can be guessed, what's the 
popular game on the school playground changes 
with the seasons. 

The ringing of the school bell signals the start 
of the formal part-of the days’ activities with, usu- 
ally, an hour of arithmetic. 

Lory likes this subject .and gets good grades. 

The schedule of subjects changes at various 
times during the week but, typically, morning ses- 
sions in Wildberger’s classroom will include 
Spanish — which the class has just started studying, 
and reading. 

The latter includes reading of stories, the look- 
ing up of words in the dictionary, and the answer- 
ing of questions which are designed to find out if 
the author really “got through” to the students. 

Lory likes reading and gets books from the 
school library whenever he has time to read them. 
Just now, he likes adventure stories. 

His preference in literature doesn’t indicate 
that he plans to become a “professional adven- 
turer,” through. In fact, he says, at the present time 
he’s thinking of becoming a veterinarian. 

In any case, the morning sessions also include 
grammar and spelling. 

Lunch comes finally and Lory usually bicycles 
home for sandwiches and milk before returning to 
school to finish out the noon hour in playground 
sports. 

After noon sessions include science studies. 

Right now, Wildberger’s class is studying 


about the various states in which the elements’ 


can be found; earlier this year, they studied proto- 
zoa and similar primitive animals. 

Social studies follow. Since it’s getting late in 
the day and some pupils might feel a little restless,

class discussion, in which the youngsters themselves 
act as leaders to review their readings. 

After that, on some days, Lory goes to chorus 
practice but he’s usually out of school by 3:30 p.m. 

The season of the year pretty well controls the 
time Lory gets home. In good weather, he stays 
away until 5:30 pm. but, Mrs. Godbe says, some- 
times he gets home a little earlier. The intervening 
time is filled with sports activities including inter- 
school games, in season. 

The arrival home signals the start of either 
“game time” with Lory’s brother and sister, or a 
session of television watching. 

This is interrupted at 6:30 p.m. or 7 p.m. by 
supper, which is the big meal of the day. 

Lory, his mother says, is “poor” when it comes 
to eating vegetables, but he gets through five or 
six ounces of meat at supper. He likes a lot of 
fruit. He drinks about nine quarts of milk a week 
and, Mrs. Godbe estimates he consumes more than 
a loaf and a half of bread a week, in the sand- 
wiches which he eats. 

Supper is usually over at 7:30 and at that time. 
or at about 8 p.m. the homework starts. 

Lory spends a major portion of his time on 
arithmetic homework but language and_ history 
come in for their share of attention, too. Science 
sometimes provides study, too. 

The family television set doesn’t get too much 
use, on weekday nights. Lory’s not allowed to 
watch it after 7:30 p.m. except on Friday and 
Saturday nights, when he has a 10:30 p.m. “outside 
limit” to guide him. 

Lory’s a second class Scout with the Eagle 
Patrol of Troop 222, which hold meetings every 
other Monday night and “camp-outs” when the 
weather permits it. 

When the weather doesn’t, Lory finds other 
things to do weekends, including bowling, bicycl- 
ing around with friends, and sometimes — yes! — 
he even helps around the house. 

It’s quite a schedule but Lory doesn't seem to 
mind. In fact, if there were more hours in the day, 
he'd probably fill them with as much activity as 
the ones he’s already got. 

As his mother says: 

“He’s just a busy boy.”

City, School District Cooperate to Provide 
Well-Rounded Summer Recreation Program Here 


The Menlo Park City School District and the 
Menlo Park Recreation Department have evolved a 
system of providing rich experiences for the chil- 
dren of this community, as part of an after-school 
recreation program. Mutual cooperation, construc- 
tive critique and a great deal of hard work has 
vone into this over a ten year period. 

The recreation program, in operation during the 
regular school year, while being jointly sponsored, 
is an integral part of the schools’ instructional pro- 
vram, and is under the supervision of school per- 
somnel, It offers learning experiences in seasonal 
sports to boys and girls from the fourth through 
the eighth grades. It also offers recreational fun 
activities to these same children, at least twice a 
week, under the supervision of recreation directors. 
‘These directors are recruited from nearby colleges 


Libraries Here Are Seen 
As Excellent, Effective 


Mildred Bracket, Consultant in School Library 
Education, Bureau of Audio-Visual and School 
Library Education complimented the administra- 
tion of the Menlo Park City School District on the 
school libraries following a visit earlier this year. 

She states, “There is probably no better measure 
of the values of a community and a school adminis- 
tration than to sce the aspects. of the school pro- 
gram that are reflected in the facilities provided 
and book collections seen in the Menlo Park Ele- 
mentary Schools certainly reflect the high cultural 
level of the community, and an appreciation of the 
role of reading and books in the education of chil- 
dren.” 

Miss Brackett was impressed by the enthuasi- 
asm and the extent of service which is being ren- 
dered by the volunteer PTA library assistants, as 
well as the cooperation and support of the parent- 
teacher association as a whole. 

However school libraries are only as im- 
portant as the purpose they serve. 

In regard to this, Miss Brackett writes, “As long 
as the school library is a service attached to a 
school rather than a part of the educational pro- 
gram, the full value of the investment in building 
space, human endeavor, and materials will not be 
realized. Volunteer and clerical staffing can and 
do make possible a type of library service, but a 
school library without a professionally qualified 
librarian is inevitably one attached to a school 
rather than a real part of it.” 

The important function of the library in the 
school is working with teachers and students. 
This reaches its full effectiveness through the per- 
sonal service of the librarian assigned to a school. 
The minimum recommendation as stated in the 
“Standards for School Library Programs” is one 
librarian for each 300 students. Upgrading the 
school library program means upgrading the total 
educational program. 


in the schools. The excellent school library quarters’ 


and their efforts are coordinated through the recre- 
ation department with close district liaison. 

The major portion of the seasonal sport pro- 
gram is organized around clinics designed for the 
purpose of teaching basic fundamentals, develop- 
ing skills and techniques, and creating interest in 
sports. This is followed by intra-squad games be- 
tween evenly balanced teams. Perhaps, the most 
interesting phase of the program is the league 
games. Each school enters as many teams per 
grade level as possible. The teams are made up of 
boys who have participated in the clinic programs 
and all teams are carefully balanced. These leagues 
are designed to give as many boys as possible 
practice in using the skills they have learned during 
the clinic and a chance to play, regardless of ability. 

Near the end of each sport season, tournament 
teams are chosen. This time the schools select 
only one team per grade level, made up of their 
top athletes. The team winning the most number 
of tournament games is considered city grade level 
champion in that particular sport. These tourna- 
ments are designed to offer a higher level of com- 
petition for the top athletes in our district. 

In addition, both men and women directors are 
responsible for organizing informal games on the 


playgrounds and for working together on activities. 


such as contests, special events, and co-recreational 
games. 

Through this arrangement of co-sponsorship, 
financially and administratively, and through the 
mutual use of city and school facilities, an excellent 
program has resulted and our children have richer 
recreational opportunities available to them. 

These recreational arrangements have been 
pioneered in Menlo Park and are considered out- 
standing by recreation leaders throughout the state. 


Need for Draperies Was 
Chance for Class Project 


The solution of a problem became a class project 
recently at the fifth grade level in Fremont School. 
Draperies were needed along the top of the class- 
room windows. 

A very high room, long narrow windows made 
it seem even more lofty. Working as a team (no 
easy feat for ten-year-olds ), the class cut and hem- 
med material. After submitting several designs, 
potato prints were chosen as the media to be used 
with textile paint. 

Each pupil made two or more designs and 
printed them on the material. Yes, it was a big and 
time-consuming effort. The effect on the room 
and the pride of the children in their classroom 
and school has been judged well worth the effort. 

The classroom teacher and art consultant would 
be the first to agree that in this case the teamwork 
lesson outweighed the instruction in design and 
application. 


sions, he has told parents that their children are 
weak in survival skills and that although many of 
them have developed the skills of such sports as, 
swimming, they haven't developed the basic 
strength to enjoy it to the fullest, or to make it 
of use to them in emergencies. 

“Your boy or girl must develop a mental interest 
in his or her personal physical witness,” Knights 


‘counsels. “That feeling has to be encouraged, at 


home, by parents who are interested in complete 
development of the child. 

“The force right now in educational circles is 
more and more time for academic absorption but 
we need to remember that even a sponge has to 
have movement to be efficient.” 

Knights said he felt that the part played by 
physical fitness in making youngsters better able 
to grow academically was being understated. 

“Right now the students in our schools are 
facing a future world demanding less and_ less 
physical activity, yet they wish to remain healthy. 
We cannot allow them to take health and fitness 
for granted, growing up believing that they can 
buy good health.” 

Knights also believes that the kind of sport par- 
ticipated in by the “once-a-week player” is not 
enough to keep a person fit. 

“Experience has taught us that regular exercise 
develops enough fitness to sustain us i na friendly 
game of tennis or golf, the recreation consultant 
observes, “but trying to stay motivated to do calis- 
thenic exercises is as unlikely as trying to stay on a 
diet. 

“Sports and games put the candy coating for 
children on non-sport exercises and makes them 
palatable. 

“Just playing Little League won't give your boy 
the strength to climb a rope or pull himself, or 
someone else, onto an overturned boat.” 


New School Calendar 
Will Go into Effect 


Each school district in Calitornia has the option 
‘and the responsibility of setting up its own calen- 
dar of teaching days. The only control exerted by 
the State Department of Education is that it names 
certain holidays which must be observed, and also 
sets the minimum number of school days at 175. 

More and more thought is being given to the 


adequacy of current school calendars in California 
by school boards, educators and laymen. First, 
the summer vacation period seems too long. 
Secondly, there are many one day holidays that 
serve to disrupt the continuity of daily instruction 
in a classroom. A third consideration is that of 
increasing the number of teaching days for which 
the State will pay on the basis of average daily 
attendance. The big question is: would such 
changes improve the teaching and learning process?

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‘Object of Budgeting: 
Careful Maintenance Preserves 
Public’s School Investment 


Keeping the publics investment in schools in 
top shape, so they ll have the maximum useful life — 
that’s the job of the Menlo Park School District's 
20-man maintenance crew. 

It’s a big crew but the job’s a big one, too. The 
district has 40% acres of school sites, including 17 
acres of turfed area and seven acres of black-top, 
besides the five schools themselves. 

The aciuai buildings have, among them, 194,000 
square fect of floor space — nearly five acres. There 
are 51,000 square feet of windows in the dis- 
trict’s buildings, too. 

The district’s building have a total of more 
than 500 doors, all of which have locks, door-clos- 
ing mechanisms, and hinges which may go awry. 

Speaking of furniture, there are more than 2400 
students’ desks and chairs, and more than 100 class- 
room desks for teachers. 

More recently, the district also has become 
the proprietor of a wide variety of teaching aids 
such as phonographs, radios, television sets, speed- 
reading machines, tape recorders and motion pic- 
ture machines. All these, too, have to be main- 
tained, 

From the listing above, it can be scen that the 
simple “housekeeping” of the school district is a 
complicated job, according to Business Manager 
John E. Richert. 

Keeping track of the parts and supplies needed 
to keep all parts of all schools in top repair is, 
itself, something of a job. 

Like the floors in every home, those 194.000 
square feet of classroom surface have to be swept 
every day, and given an occasional scrubbing and 
waning, 

Like the windows of every house, those 51,000 
square fect of panes, too, have to be washed occa- 
sionally. 

Vhe mechanical gadgets require maintenance 
skills of speciatists, according to the business man- 


ager. Thus, one employee has trained himself as a 
locksmith, and now maintains all the district's locks 
in addition to performing other tasks. 

Like every business, the district has found that 
manpower is about the most costly commodity in 
the maintenance program and with this in mind, 
the school district has done considerable mechaniz- 
ing. 

Richert points out that_ the district’s central 
warchouse, like that of any large business, is com- 
pletely palletized, so-that “fork-lift” trucks can be 
used to stack and unstack teaching materials. 

This is a lot faster than old hand methods, he 
points out, and eliminated a major share of the 
possibility of such accidents as strained backs. 

To make the work of the “outside” maintenance 
men more efficient, the district has purchased a 
vacuum cleaner for its blacktopped areas, and an- 
other motorized “vacuum” which picks up and 
“digests” playground rubbish up to and including 
acorns and small twigs. 

It’s a lot more efficient than old hand methods, 
Richert explains. 


When rainy weather sets in and the district's 
outside maintenance workers are forced indoors, 
they can be assigned such jobs as the refinishing 
of the district’s furniture, or the making of special 
cabinets and other classroom furniture for which a 
need has been demonstrated. 

Some of the tasks, clearly, are “capital outlay” 
type tasks, Richert says, and careful cost accounting 
is maintained to assure that expenditures are kept 
in line. 

Efficiency isn’t forced either, Richert explains. 

“Every few weeks or months one of the men will 
turn up with an idea which results in a saving of 
time and money to the district. We're all partici- 
pating in trying to make our maintenance as econ- 
omical as possible.” 


Youngsters Prove Discerning Watchers; Tell 
What Television Programs They Like Best 


Mis. Helen Laity’s class at Fremont School was 
asked to write compositions about how they felt 
regarding television in general and educational 
television specifically. Part of the assignment wis 
to talk over the whole subject with their parents, 
as they had done earlicr in the year on the subject 
of civil detense. ‘ 

The cross section of opinions of the 26 students 
was probably as varied as would be the opinion 
of 26 adults. 

The inost popular of entertainment type pro- 


grams was the family life situation, a selected group 
of Westerns, and the musical variety show. It was 
evident from the written reports that most parents 
are quite selective of the tvpe of programs they 
and their children watch. ‘ 

In many homes the TV set is off until all home- 
work assignments are completed. On the other 
hand, certain programs are assigned by teachers 
as homework with a follow-up discussion in class 
the next day. 


Many students indicated a preference for edu- 
cational programs shown on what they referred to 
as “commercial channels”, as contrasted with Chan- 
nel 9, the educational channel. Several mentioned 
‘that they prefer variety in the programs they 
watch. Most indicated they watch television with 
a purpose in mind and not just to “kill time.” 

Considerable mention was made of the good 
science, mathematics and foreign language pro- 
grams which are available for viewing in the class- 
room several days a week. They seem to appre- 


ciate the fact that there are television sets in 
schools. 

Several youngsters indicated that they did not 
care much for the advertisements on the “commer- 
cial stations.” They preferred this feature of Chan- 
nel 9 where there is no advertising. 

There was an almost unanimous opinion ex- 
pressed in all of the reports: that Channel 9 is a 
must, but that pupils are glad for the other chan- 
nels which provide variety in TV watching. 

One youngster summed all of it up quite well 
in saying, “it is quite a problem to decide which 
channel on television educates you the most.” 


Education 


Menlo Park School District is “over the hump” 
as far as building is concerned. As bonded indebt- 
edness is retired, a larger percentage of the district's 
total finished effort can be devoted to actual edu- 
cation, School District Business Manager John 
Richert said recently. 

Getting to the position of having adequate, 
standarized facilities and a relatively stable pupil 
population has been a long project. It starte 
actually, before the turn of the century when the 
school district acquired its first site. 

And today, the taxpayers of the district own 
buildings and grounds which had an original cost 
of more than $3,000,000. 

The evolution of the district's budget away 
from paying for buildings to paying for education 
becomes apparent, Richert says, when one considers 
that for about six years, the district spent about 
$250,000 a year to retire the cost of buildings. 

Next year, Richert says, with a budget of about 
$1,500,000 being contemplated, only about $130,000 
will be used for the retirement of building bonds. 

A big step toward this happy condition will 
come with the end this year of repayment of state 
school aid loan of $780,000, which the district bur- 
rowed in 1952. 

With completion of our plants, the budget be- 
comes more predictable in many categories,” Rich- 
ert points out. 

“For instance, of our contemplated $1,500,000 
budget for next year, about $1,000,000 will be spent 
on wages of district employees. 

“Many other costs are relatively stable and pre- 
dictable too. For instance, operational costs and 
the cost of maintenance can be predicted pretty 
closely, because they're relatively the same year 
after year. 

“With these things in mind, we can know in 
advance what funds are available for financing 
modifications in the educational program, or for 
return to the taxpayers.” 

Richert points out that the district’s business 
administration doesn’t make the decision on this. 

At recent meetings, the district’s board of trus- 
tees has engaged in an item-by-item survey of 
things desired by the district's curriculum leaders 
and the principals of the schools. 

For instance, audio-visual aids (motion picture 
projectors, film strip projectors, miscroscope slide 
projectors and the like) are being used more and 
more in education, as is educational television. 

But how many television sets and projectors 
the district can afford in any given year remains 
the decision of the district’s policy-making group, 
Richert says. 

Another consideration is that the facilities of 
the several schools are uniform, so that each child 
will have available to him equal and adequate 
facilities in which to learn. 

Thus, if the district were to decide to buy more 
library books than it presently does, the trustees 
would have to consider purchases for all five 
schools. 

The “equal facilities” rule also demands that 
physical plants be brought up to the same measure 
and this results in one of the final building and 
grounds improvements which is contemplated in 
next year’s budget, Richert says. 

That’s the $10,000 item set up for landscaping 
of Laurel school. 


Hitler Knew Value of Training by Motion Pictures 


When Hitler was asked in 1939 to name Ger- 
many’s most important new weapon, he replied, 
“My 60,000 motion picture projects.” During the 
war years, the American forces, too, learned what 
a valuable tool the motion picture can be. The 
Pentagon spent more than $100,000,000 on making 
training films. They also purchased 55,000 pro- 
jectors from 1941 to 1945. 


Following the German surrender in 1945, 
William Kietel, Chief of the German General Staff, 
said, “We had everything calculated perfectly ex- 
cept the speed with which America was able to 
train its people for war. Our major miscalculation 
was in underestimating their quick and complete 


mastery of film education.” 

Since the war, the use of film in schools has 
become widespread. Many scientific experiments 
have been carried out to see just how effective 
visual education is. The results of these experi- 
ments have shown that the proper use of visual 
materials will increase the efficiency of learning 
by at least ten per cent and possibly as much as 
20 per cent. 

Each school in Menlo Park has one or more 
“motion picture projectors. 

The educational film will never replace the 
textbook. But it helps the textbook to do a better 
job. As Confucius said, “One picture is worth a 
thousand words.”

Mentally Retarded Get 
Special Training Here 


After a summer of training in the Special Edu- 
cation program at San Francisco State College. 
Paul Berry became the teacher of the class started 
at Encinal School for children classified as mentally 
retarded according to section 9SOL1 of the Cali- 
fornia Education code. This training was the first 
part of extensive work necessary to gain a regular 
credential in this field. 

Eleven students from the Portola, Las Lomitas. 
and Menlo Park City Schooi districts are at present 
enrolied in the class. They are educable but in 
need of a specialized type of imstruction in order 
to attain their maximum potential. For this purpose 
a regular schedule of individualized instruction in 
the basic subjects is carried on. 

In addition, many activities to build social 
skills and a sense of school participation are part 
of the program. They include planting and caring 
for a small vegetable garden. responsibility for the 
stapling and distribution of the weekly newsletter, 
and assignment to student - maintained service 
activities. 

Since this class is a part of the regular organi- 
zation of the school, the Encinal Parent Teachers 
Assn. now includes on its board of directors a 
special education chairman, Mrs. Richard Schlegel, 
who is responsible for activities related to it and to 
the education of gifted children. At the first meet- 
ing of the year, John Herbig, director of special 
education for the office of San Mateo County 
Superintendent of Schools, spoke on the purposes 
and legal ramifications of such a program. 

The materials used in instruction include both 
regular textbook and workbooks on many levels. 
Specialized equipment for cooking, music, typing, 
and construction activities is used. Since the small 
class size and extra materials make this program 
more expensive per child than regular groups, the 
state has recognized this and A D A allotments for 
state aid are somewhat bigger.
